SPRING TRAILRIDES 


An account of the March 27th ride of the Concord - Mt. 
Diablo Trailride Association was published in the April 
-SCaLrere>-. 


Fine weather the last weekend of April and following first 
in May brought numerous equestrians to the eastbay hills, and 
MDARC members provided communications for the ride managers. On 
April 24 and 25 on the Sunol Wilderness ride about 65 riders fol- 
lowed three courses over the ridges of Sunol Regional Park and 
wilderness. Rain the night of the 23rd settled dust but the 
trails were not too muddy. Several radio operators with 4-wheel 
drive vehicles provided transporation for the "P & R" crews that 
checked the condition of the horses along the trail as well as 
furnishing communication for the ride officials. The route led 
through many locked gates over roads not open to the public. 
Wildflowers were abundant especially on the high ridges. A few 
(non-ham) drivers misinterpreted instructions about the route and 
had to be redirected, but these did not cause serious delays. 

Sunday only half the riders participated and the route was 
shorter. Weather continued fair and the ride was over by 2 pm.

PRACTICES WHAT HE PREACHES 


Joe! Butier, KM6KS, is not only the very capae- 
ble Public Service Chairman for MDARC, he is aiso 
one of the club's most active public service partici- 
pants. His role for the club Is to organize, publicize 
and recruit members for a wide variety of pubdiic ser- 
vice events. These are occurring aimost weekly dur- 
ing the spring, summer and fail seasons and this job 
cocupies a good deal of Joel’s time and energies. 
Nonetheless, Joe! has managed to meet the demands 
of the groups we have been supporting due to his hard 
work and the faithful volunteering of a large number of 
club members. 

But Joe! has taken his job so seriously he has 
feit the need to perticipate in many of the very events 
he organized. A recent horse endurance race is s 
case in point. Joel assigned himself to a remote 
check point high up on a hill in Black Diamond Mine 
Regional Park and spent the next nine hours baking in 
the sun end enduring a constant gale to provide nec- 
essary communications for the welfare of the horses 
and riders during that event. The wind was so fierce 
at times it wes almost impossible to hear him over the 
wind noise in his microphone no matter what tricks he 
devised to overcome the problem. But he never 
miseed = call end was a reliable relay for other sta- 
tions which could not directly communicate with the 
base camp. 

Joel’s expertise in organizing public service 
events for the club has not only increased amateur 
radio's image throughout the area, his experience in 
serving in many of them has made him one of the best 
and moet professional operators around. Many of us 
would do well to emulate his example. 


New "Quake-Net" on the 
147.060 Mt. Diablo Repeater 


1. The Rocky Ridge Repearter Group has approved the use of the 147.060 MHz repeater for Quake-Net, a post-earthquake 
severity evaluation forum. 


2. Primary purpose of net is to quickly and informally assess the location and severity of earthquakes. 
3. | Secondary purpose is to keep this traffic off of ARES/RACES frequencies. 
4. This informal net will only operate for 15 to 30 minutes, immediately after an earthquake 


5. |The Hospital Emergency Net and/or ARES/RACES wiil still have priority use of the repeater. The function of Quake-Net will 
probably be accomplished before any emergency nets are put into operation. 


6. There will be no net control, unless needed to reduce "doubling" or to "home in" on the probable epicenter and/or locations 
with the most damage. 


7. The following procedure will be posted every month in the Carrier: 


Quake-Net Instructions 


Immediately after feeling an earthquake, listen to 147.060/+ (100 pl). 
When clear, quickly transmit in the following sequence: 


Location, Observation, Name, and Callsign. 
lf a net control is established, break only with your Location or City. 
ARES/RACES members should monitor their assigned frequencies. 
Relinquish use of repeater to Hospital Emergency Net or ARES/RACES. 


7. This will be the most infrequent officially established net in Northern California! 
8. With the coverage of the 147.060 machine, we can promote Quake-Net throughout the Bay Area and Central Valley. 


9. Quake-Net news, albeit unofficial, will be of great value to ARES/RACES officials, and others who might monitor the 
frequency, to estimate an earthquake's severity, thus possible emergency response needs. 


10. It happens anyway, so lets make it happen right!
